THE SENSATION or THE WERK. 

Lonpog, May 5.— [G. W. Smallew's Cable 
Letter to New York Pribune.|—The defeat 
of the Ministry on the Affirmation bill will 
not cause their resignation, but cool observ- 
ers believe that their position has been seri- 
ously shaken. The anti-Bradlaugh campaign 
throughout the country, conducted for 
months past with unscrupulous energy, has 
had the result of rousing into malevolent 
activity all the latent y and intolerance, 
There has been no corresponding effort on 
the other side; hence, as Mr. Gladstone ad- 
mitted in his great speech, the effect of 
the controversy has been injurious to 
the Liberal party. This effect is 
sure to be enhanced by Thursday’s vote. 
The waverers are already quitting a Govern- 
ment which with a nominal majority ot 
eighty allows itself to be defeated on a 
measure for which Mr. Gladstone made one 
of the greatest speeches of his life. The 
whole question remains open, a constant 
source of animosities wy irritations and of 
fresh defectuons from Liberal ranks. The 
Ministers say that they prefer defeat toa 
narrow majority, with the prospects of 
further contests in committee, and 
the certainty of the ultimate loss of 
the measure in the House of Lords. 
Seven nominal noplrish Liberals voted 
against the Ministry. Mr. Samuel Morley, 
who recommended Mr. Bradiaugh to the 
Northampton electors, staid away. The 
Tory majorities were actually due to a 
series of smal! incid@h Fer example, Sir 
George Campbell’s illp one Liberal who 
‘had dined too well nt into the wrong 
lobby; and the third was enchained by Tory 
beauty till the division was over. The 
Tories, instinctively aware that a heavy 
blow had been de — Government, in- 
dulged in delirious demonstrations of delight. 

Mr. Bradlaugh’s appeal last night for per- 
mission to take the oath was foredoomed to 
denial, but was supported by himself ina 
speech dignified, logical, eloquent, utterly 
unanswerable, and sufficient to reconquer 
the sympathies of le not blinded by 
partisan or theological rancor. The House 
gave its usual negative majority.

MR. JENNINGS. 

GLADSTONE’S DEFEAT AND i CONSE- 
QUENCES. 

Lonpon, May 3.—[L. J. Jennings’ Special 
Cable to the New York World.]}—Although 
Mr. Gladstone takes no immediate steps in 
consequence of the decision of the House of 
Commons in Mr. Bradlaugh’s case, it is uni- 
versally admitted that the Government has 
been much weakened by the defeat of the 
Affirmation bill, and that it has suffered 
still more by the failure of the attempt, 


| which was made on Friday, to admit the 


member for Northampton by a trick which 
will excite more indignation than all that has 
preceded it in this tiresome business. The 
Affirmation bill was defeated Thursday by 
the very narrow majority of three votes, but 
the majority for Sir Stafford Northcote on 
the succeeding day was 106 in a much 
thinner house. The device of the 
previous question sprung upon the House so 
unfairly had not unnaturally the effect of 
exciting great resentment among the mem- 
bers. No satisfactory solution of the main 
difficulty presents itself, but it is very clear 
that on account of the wrangle the Gladstone 
Administration is losing ground every day, 
and it seems altogether likely that the little 
pebble may upset the big coach. An 
analysis of the division on Thurs- 
day is interesting. It shows that the 
Conservatives were successful in rallying 
their full strength, all but four of their mem- 
bers being present, and those four absentees 
being detained from their parliamentary du- 
ties through illness. They were reinforced 
by seven Liberals and forty-five Irish mem- 
bers. The increased majority on Friday was 
caused by extensive defections from the Lib- 
eral ranks of members who refused to be 
driven into Mr. Bradlaugh’s arms. 
THE IRISH CONSPIRATORS. 

I am utterly unabie to get dny official in- 
formation with reference to the alleged or 
supposed extradition proceedings in the cases 
of Tynan, Walsh, and Sheridan, but 1 have 
very good reasons for believing that their cir- 
cumstantial accounts, which haye been pub- 
lished in the newspapers on both sides 
of the Atlantic, are purely imaginary. 
This much is certain: that any formal 
application that may be made will be based 
entirely upon the action of the grand jury 
at Dublin and the evidence that has been 
duly sworn to in court. The British Gov- 
ernment, being confident that justice will be 
done in due time by the United States, will 
run no risk ot placing itself in a false posi- 
tion by any departure from the ordinary 
and strictly regular course of proceedings. 
I may say that no great interest in the 
possibility of a contest over the extradition 
proceedings is manifested by the public at 
large, the belief being universal that the Gov- 
ernment and people of the United States will 
do the proper thing at the proper time. The 
great mass of men, so far as I can judge, 
would like to see Tynan in the dock, be- 
lieving him to be much more guilty than the 
wretched dupes who are going by 
dozens to the gallows or the death 
in life of penal servitude. It seems alto- 
gether probable that the lives of the two 
men who pleaded guilty to the charge of 
participating in the Phenix Park murders 
will be spared. Their statements as to the 
inexorable compulsion that was brought to 
bear upon them in the society which they 
had joined so heedlesly has had a profound 
effect, 

THE FISHERIES EXHIBITION. 

The United States Department at the 
Fisheries Exhibition, which opens this day 
week, fills an immense space and is rap- 
idly approaching completion. Much of the 
exhibit has already arrived, and that part of 
it which ft is anticipated will prove the most 
interesting by far—the display of live fish 
in tanks—is already at the hall. 
The space allotted to your neighbors 
from che Dominion of Canada is also occu- 
pied by a well-prepared and extensive col- 
lection. Altogether the whole affair is the 
most wonderful exhibition of the kind ever 
seen in England—or for that matter in the 
world. It will be opened by the Prince of 
Wales. 


ART. 

The exhibition of the Royal Academy this 
year is unusually good, two or three well- 
known artists in particular contributing 
works that are likely to create a great stir in 
the world of art. Mr. J. E. Millais, besides 
several portraits, has a ghost picture called 


“The Gray Lady.” The ghost in 
question is said to haunt the 
house of a friend of the artist, 


and has been sketched from that friend’s de- 
scription—not, as it might be said, from the 
life. To my mind the picture is not very 
successful. The two best paintings in the 
exhibition; I think, are by Riviere and Orch- 
ardson.. Your readers can form some opin- 
ion of the amount of jealousy and disap- 
pointment which are caused by such 
an exhibiion when 1 tell them 
that this year there were not less 
than 2,009 pictures rejected.

EARLY CHICAGO. 


A Letter from a Soldier Who Was Here 
from 1833 to 1836. 

Orsxdo, Allegan Co., Mich., April 20.— The 
Hon. John Wentworth-DEAR Sin: 1 was 
born in Pawlet, Rutland County, Vit., April 
8, 1815. I enlisted in the United States army 
April, I think, 1833, at Oswego, N. Y. I ren- 
dezvoused at Sackett’s Harbor, from which 
place 1 sailed with a detachment of recruits 
on board of aschooner to Fort Niagara. 
From thence we marched to Buffalo. We 
sailed from thence on board of steamboats 
to Fort Gratiot, at the foot of Lake Huron, 
where we were embarked on board of a 
schooner, Which, after a long and tedious 
voyage, brought us to Fort Dearborn. This 
was some time in the early part of the sum- 
mer of 1833. Iwas there soon enough to 
heip fire the National salute, the 4th of July, 
1838. Maj. John Fowle was in command of 
Fort Dearborn, but he leftinafew days. 
Capt. De Lafayette Wilcox took command. 
He was succeeded by Maj. George Bender. 
The garrison of Fort Dearborn consisted of 
Company A, Capt. Joseph M. Baxley, and 
Company B, Capt. De Lafayette Wilcox. The 
sutler at the Fort was à son of Gen. Hugh 
Brady, of Detroit, who was our Inspector- 
General. I do not remember any other store 
in Chicago besides the sutler’s. There might 
have been others. Maj. John Green succeed- 
ed Maj. George Bender in command of the 
fort, and Maj. De Lafayette Wilcox succeed- 
ed Maj. John Green. Maj. Wilcox was in 
command when I left in 1 

Cae ee Joseph Adams, now 
living at Sout — LIL, was at Fort 
Dearborn when arrived there, and was 


there at the time Ulett The schooner that 1 


came there in anchored out in the lake. 
Sergt. Adams had charge of the mackinaW 
boat that took me ashore. 

The annual payment to the Indians was 
an important event to everybody in Chicago 
and in the vicinity. I was one of the guards 
that went out to guard those who paid them 
the three years I was on duty at Fort Dear- 
born. The two first years they were paid from 
a small building across the river from the fort. 
The last year that I was there they were paid 
from a building west of the forks of the 
river. Iwas the non-commissioned officer 
who had charge of the guard the last two 
years. 

During the time I was at Fort Dearborn 
the indians murdered two citizens some- 
where between Milwaukee and Green Bay, 
and Capt. Joseph M. Baxley was sent with a 
detachment of soldiers from Fort Dearborn 
to capture them, which he succeeded in do- 
ing, and took them to the headquarters of 
the regiment at Green 4 

Gen. Cass, Secretary of War, visited the 
fort while | was there. Lremember helping to 
fire a salute in honor of the memory of Gen. 
Lafayette, who died at Par _ oy Rew 1834, 
while I was in the service at arborn. 
Gen. Andrew Jackson, who — President, 
ordered the same honors to be paid to his 
memory that were paid to Washington’s. 

I subscribed to and paid for one of the first 
papers published in Chicago. There were 
two published before 1 left. The first was 
named the Chicago The next 
was the Chicago American. The harbor 
was opened while I was there. I saw the 
first large vessel that entered the harbor.

Juper TULEY decided a a very curious case 
in American litigation yesterday. Several 
months ago one J. M. Kehoe, while on his 
death-bed, orally devised to R. I. Kehoe, as 
trustee, certain personal property, the pro- 
ceeds of which were to be used for the pay- 
ment of masses for the repose of the 
soul of the decedent. The heirs-at-law 
protested against the use of the property for 
any such purpose, and in order to settle the 
vexed question the trustee invoked the aid 
of the court. It was heid on behalf of 


the heirs that the English common 
law previous to James L—whigh is 
part of the law of [Illinois, unless 


where modified by statute—pronotunced 
all such bequests void for the reason that 
they were devoted te “ superstitious uses.” 
This doctrine the court dissented from on the 
ground that the Virginia bill of rights guar- 
anteed perfect religious equality, and this 
bill followed the territory ceded by Virginia 
to the Union. The question of superstition, 
moreover, could not be brought into the 
case. Who can prove the existence or non- 
existence of Purgatory ? It. was sufficient 
to say that a very large number of the Amer- 
ican people believed in its existence, and 
also had faith in the efficacy of the mass. It 
was their religious belief, and they had a 
right to act uader it unquestioned. 


THE RAILROADS AND HIGH LICENSE. 

All industrial and commercial interests in 
this State are directly concerned in the move- 
ment for a high license, inasimach as it will 
promote sobriety, energy, and fidelity among 
their employés, and contribute to public 
health and order. But the railroad compa- 
nies have a special interest in the matter, be- 
cause their affairs are much more affected 
than any others by the effects of liquor, 
which grow out of too many saloons. 

It is the universal experience of the rail- 
road attorneys that the great bulk of Taw- 
suits they are required to defend for dam- 
ages incident to so-called “accidents” can 
be traced.to too much liquor. isapprehen- 
sion of instructions, runai ains out of 
time, misplacing switches, collisions, and 
every variety of accident resulting in loss of 
life, the maiming of person, and the destruc- 
tion of property is due, in nine cases out of 
ten, to negligence or recklesness, and these 
nine vases out of ten are due to whisky. 
The expense account of railroads is swelled 


are forced to pay for injuring and Killing 
people. Juries show them no mercy. 
Indeed, the attorneys have come to de- 
spair of obtaining simple justice in the 
legal resistance to such claims, and the 
practice has become common of making the 
best settlement possible with the victims to 
the carelesness or drunkenness of the rail- 
road employés. The losses which railroads 
suffer in damage to their own property and 
from defalcations and theft are also due in 
the main to the influences of liquor. Any 
practicable restraint upon dramselling which 
shall result in a reduction of the temptation 
to drunkenness and inattention among em- 
ployés will be worth untold money annually 
to the railroad interests of this State. 

The high-license system may be confidently 
counted upon t materially lessen the con- 
sumption of liquor and to reduce the fre- 
quency of drinking among railroad employés 
of every class by removing temptation. Un- 
der the free-whisky system countless dog- 
geries are started all over the State which 
look to railroad employés alone for 
their support. Every prominent passenger- 
station in this city is the nucleus for a score 
or more of saloons. A nest of cheap gin- 
mills can be found in the neighborhood of 
every freight depot. The car-shops, the round- 
houses, and the railroad yards similarly at- 
tract swarms of dramshdps. Wherever there 
is a switch, ora station, ora side-track where 
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longer be the lively competition among 3 
avery merous saloons for custom, ‘and 
suloonkeeper who should be required to pay 
$500 a year for his privileges would not be 
prepared to take the risk of bad debts, The 
system of treating and chalking-up would 
cease almost entirely. 

These reflections, which might be extended 
much further, make it the duty of the rail- 
road managers, asa matter of self-interest, 
to use every legitimate means at their com- 
mand to induce the Legislature now in ses- 
sion to pass a high-license bill. The meas 
ure will certainly be passed some day with 
an Increase of the fee to $1,000, but the rafl- 
roads may save hundreds of lives of passen- 
gers and employés and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in the meantime if high- 
license legislation is effected now. 

If the Lilinois Legislature is bound hand 
and foot to the Liqaor League, then itshould 
accord the railroads some compensatory leg- 
isiation. It should pass a bill releasing them 
from damages for any injury to passengers 
or freizht growing out of the drunkenness of 
railroad employés, and it should aequit the 
companies of all liability for attachments 
and garnishees which represent in whole or 
in part bills for liquor. If the Legislature 
will give the raliroads no protection against 
the outrageous abuses of the liquor traffic, 
then it should not make them Hable for the 
criminal negligence of employés who, in 
violation of the rules, befog their brains in 
the dramshops.

THE CRY OF “HOT CORN.” 

There was a spasm of excitement on the 
Board of Trade yesterday, followed by ear- 
nest and outspokon indignation, which was 
caused by the posting of a small lot of 
corn as hot“ by the IIlinois River Elevator. 
The circumstance led, of course, to rumors 
all over the country that the corn stored in 
the Chicago elevators—about 7,000,000 bush- 
els—was ruined. This rumor resulted ina 
decline of two cents a bushel in New York, 
and large orders to sell which came from 
New York had the effect to depress the mar- 
ket one cent in this eity, notwitustandug the 
real facts of the case wefe known here. The 
loss on the corn in Chicago alone amounted 
to nearly $70,000, and much more on the corn 
in transitu and in store elsewhere, besides 
the disturbance created in the business of the 
day. 

There is abundant reason to believe that 
the posting of this corn was altogether 
unwarranted. The history of this small con- 
signment, which amounts to less than 4,000 
bushels In all, was told in Tur Tumor at 
the time it came to Chicago. It was shipped 
here by canal, and received into the Illinois 
River Elevator as “ rejected,” though it was 
notoriously in such acondition that it should. 
not have been graded at all. It is believed 
that every other elevator in Chicago would 
have taken care of it, and in any case it was 
a small and isolated batch which in no wise 
affected the great bulk of corn now in store 
here, and furnished no indication whatever 
of the condition of corn generally. It was 
known in advance that the posting ot this 
corn would produce precisely the result 
which followed, and it would have been vast- 
ly cheaper & dump the whole lot, or even 
ten times that quantity, into the river than 
to take a course which was bound to preju- 
dice the entire trade. If this grain had been 
so much damaged as to be a total loss the 
loss would have amounted to only $1,800, 
whereas the loss to the trade through post- 
ing was many times that amount. 

This is a ease which would seem to de- 
mand some attention from the Board of 
Trade. On, the face of the transaction the 
owners of the elevator acted within the law. 
That is to say, they had a legal right to re- 
ceive the corn into their elevator as inspected 
by the State officers, and they had also the 
legal right to post the stuff when they found 
it was out of condition. But if there is suffi- 
cient evidence that anybody made use of the 
conditions which have been described to in- 


then the board will be able to take cogni- 
zance of the transaction. It is of the high- 
est importance that the grain trade, which 
speculation makes particularly sensitive at 
all the princigal entrepots. be protected 
against transactions calculated to influence 
the market improperly for individual profit, 
and the Board of Trade cannot afford to pass 
over any transaction whie carries with it a 
suspicion of unfairness. 


EFFECT OF THE DEFEAT ON THE AF- 
FIRMATION BILL. 

The division on the Bradlaugh-Affirmation 
bill in the British Parliament Thursday 
night has been a very serious blow to the 
Gladstone Ministry. It has impaired its use- 
fulnessin a great measure, and the period of 
collapse cannot be very long delayed. It 
would be immediately disastrous, and disso- 
lution could not be delayed a month if the 
Tories were prepared to assume the responsi- 
bilities of office. On a more important meas- 
ure, such as the Criminal-Procedure bill, the 
Bankrupt bill, or the City of London Govern- 
ment bill, the Tories of the House of Lords 
could easily bring about a erisis by the re- 
jection of any portion embodying principles 
that the House of Commons had aftirmed by 
any considerable majority. 

But the Tory party is not prepared. As 
Lord Dunraven, one of its ablest members, 
says in the April Nineteenth Century, the 
party “machine” is in imperfect condition, 
the leaders have no positive policy, and are 
“uncomfortably conscious of some weak- 
ness and deficiency inherent in the party 
that paralyze its action.“ The party has no 
leaders. Sir Stafford Northeote is feebie 
and flaccid. ‘The name given to him. the 
grand old woman,” in contradistinction to 
the “grand old man,” as applied to Mr. 
Gladstone, fully expresses the feeling with 
which he is regarded by English people 
and the impatient spirits of his party. 
Lord Salisbury is too radically reactionary, 
and the young men of the Tory party who, 
like Lord Randolph Churchill, Mr. Gibson, 
and Mr. Gorst, believe with Lord Dunraven 
that the Tory party must cease to be a party 
of negation, and must be ready to legislate 
when legislation is necessary, and must be 
prepared with good reasons to oppose radi- 
cal changes proposed by the extreme wing of 
the opposing party, would but chafe under 
his leadership. The Gladstone Ministry will 
therefore retain power for some time longer— 
the term of its supremacy very much depends 
on the action of the factions by Which it is 
suppo 

These factions, the territorial Whigs and 
the Radicals, are as much opposed to each 
other as were Whig and Tory ten years ago. 
They have no interest in common. The 
Whigs tolerate and act with the Radicals in 
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g them who long ago advised @ repu- 
ae of the Whigs, — invited 1 
and those who a@t with him to go over to the 
Torycamp, where he naturally belongs, and 
where his ambition to become the leader of a 
party would stand good chance of being 
gratitied. Many others among the Radicals 
have no doubt felt like’ Mr. Labouchére, but 
they were patient. They hoped with John 
Morley and the Pall Mali Gazette that the 

nt Parliament would be able to carry 
through a measure of Parliamentary reform 
which would give their party the vantage 
ground, and that it would be time enough 
to declare war on the Whigs when they were 
assured of their majority under an extended 
franchise and a more equitable system, of 
representation, ) 

It remains to be seeh whether the Radicals 
of the Morley school will Lave patience un- 
der the last Whig desertion, or whether Mr. 
Laboucheére’s advice will be acted on. 

If the latter course is pursued, Parliament 
will be dissolved; @ fair issue will be put 
before the English people, and the leaders 
will take themselves to the camps to which 
they belong. Gladstone will of course dis- 
appear; noteven his intense energy could 
earry him through another Mid-Lothian cam- 
palgu. A Liberal party, led by Sir Charles 
Dilke or Mr. Chamberlain, will confront the 
Tory territorialist party, of which Harcourt 
and Hartington will de leaders. The reac- 
tionists may suceeed at the next election, 
but their triumph will not be long-lived. 
During the last sixty years progressive ideas 
in England have had but temporary checks. 
The tide will flow on with stronger, switter 
current after the dam has been broken. 
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CHEAP ORE OR CHEAP MEN? 

A very gloomy state of affairs exists in the 
iron trade. One of the great iron manufact- 
urers of Chicago, in an interview published 
in Tux TRIBUNE yesterday, declares the out- 
look to be worse than it has been for many 
years. He admits that the men’s wages are 
already so low that he does not see how they 


can live if they are put down lower. Still there 
is the sure alternative that it the cost of man- 


ufacture is not lowered his mills and those ot 
the other Western ironmakers cannof com- 
pete with the Pennsylvania mills. And if 
the wages are reduced—well, says the Presi- 
dent of the North Chicago Rolling-Mills, 
with @ shudder that can be seen through the 
types, “There is more anxiety about the 
future in certain circles than people dare to 
imagine.” , 

A great part of the trouble that confronts 
the industrial population with this terrible 
alternative of wages that will not support 
them or no wages at all President Potter 
lays in part to the account of the corners on 
the Board of Trade. A few men manipu- 
late the prices of the food of the working- 
men, and create corners in wheat and meats, 
of which the laboror has to pay the cost.“ 

With all that this great employer of labor 
bas to say against corners we substantially 
agree. But it is hot te be overlooked that the 
iron men have on their side been busily en- 
gaged in “cornering “ as well as the Board- 
of-Trade men. Mr., Potter is obliged to ad- 
vocate the system which compels every one 
of his workingmen Whose deplorable con- 
dition he so sywpathizingly—and we 
do not doubt _ Sincerely—mourns to 
pay tribute to the syn ndicates which have 
cornered the anthra¢fte-coal market, the iron- 
ore market, the woolen, cotton, linen, silk, 
earthenware, glass, paints, dyestuffs, cloth- 
ing: leather, implements, lumber, and about 
everything the people use, in one way if not 
another. The iron industry is, in the East 
at least, seriously hampered by the want of 
cheap ore, but instead Wf giving the indus- 
try the relief of free raw material Congress, 
at the demand of the owners of some second- 
rate ore-mines, and against the protests of 
men like Abrain S. Hewitt, helped to corner 
iron-ore. To make up to the ironmakers the 
cost to them of this corner on ore they are 
helped te a corner on what they make, and 
so it goes—iron, lumBer, salt, coal, matches, 
dyes, chemicals, woo}, clothes, the materials 
and tools of all industry, are more or less 
cornered by the tariff for the benefit of a few 
corporations and syndicates, and the work- 
Ingmen pay the bill, as is proved by their in- 
creasing poverty. ah 

The position of ron manufacturers in 
this matter is just tic: We won't give up 
the corners in iron, steel, tools, engines, and 
all the rest. We cau, therefore, not have 
cheap ore, cheap wire, cheap lumber, cheap 
clothing, cheap salt. But we must have 
something cheap or else we must stop mills. 
Labor must give way. It the iroh manu- 
facture cannot have cheap ore it must have 


cheap men! 1

THE DECAY OF ENTHUSIASM. 

The Rev. Dr. Potter, of Grace Church, 
New York, preachecha sermon recently in 
which he uttered a great truth. which is now 
very generally unperceived, or else regarded 
with supreme indifference. He referred to 
the degrading influendge of cynical criticism 
in life and letters, and declared that. there 
is no ardor now as thére was sixty years ago, 
and no sympathy with those who areardent,”’ 
and that the prevailing atmosphere is singu- 
larly discharged of high enthusiasms,” — 

This is absolutely true, as any one may dis- 
cover who takes the trouble to look about 
him, even in his own immediate circie of 
friends. It is not confined to age or sex, 
though it seems most offensive in the young, 
because youth is the time of all others for the 
display of ardor and enthusiasm. It is un- 
questionably due not to any influences of ad- 
vancing civilization or to any change of en- 
vironments, but to wave of so-called 
culture which is just gow sweeping over the 
land. The afdor, the enthusiasm, and the 
sentiment have not been destroyed. They 
cannot be, for they are inherent qualities, 
They are simply covered up, because it is 
now considered in bad form to be enthu- 
siastic, to be natural, to display ardor, 
or to worship an ideal. It is only 
3 fashion or an affectation which 
will ere long disappear, but just now 
it is not in good style to be enthusiastic or 
to betray any noble or generous emotion. 
The young person of the period either eulti- 
yates a languid indifference, manifest in 
manners as well as in expressions of belief, 
or becomes cynical on every occasion, mani- 
festing a tendency either to mock at what is 
serious or to say sharp things about it, which 
of course is the easiest thing in the world to 
do. This tendency is shown in the criticism | 
of literature and art. —Le is the favorit critic 
today who says smart and sharp things of a 
personal sort and makes himself merry at 
the expense of the -author or the artist, not 
he who honestly examines the work to find 
its meaning and to pronounce upon its 
merits. It is still more strongly shown in 
social criticisms, which take the direction 
of ridiculing every display of emotion, of 
sentiment, or of naturalness. In the mixed 
society of today any person who should vent- 
ure to confess to an or manifest any 
noble enthusiasm would be the target for the 
jibes of the whole company. The. conven- 
tional types of the time recognize each other 
With the least 
nod or motion of 
ing of eyebrow. 
tie cordial shake of the hand are no 
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is submitted to @ languid round of 
astonished comment or au uplifting’ of eye- 
brows and shrugging of uldersiexpress- 
ive of contempt for the nee ot the per- 
son or of pity for his mental status, There 
is no subject that these people fear to grap- 
ple with, It is possible, for instance, in a 
modern gathering, to hear Carlyle dismissed 
with a smart epigram ahd Emerson disposed 
of by a shrug, and yet it is quite generally 
conceded by those competent to judge that 
these two men possessed genius, and that 
their utterances are too far-reaching to be 
properly judged at present. That is a work 
for posterity. But we have plenty of young 
persons and some old ones who feel them- 
selves qualified to pronounce upon them on 
the instant, without everstadying them. The 
trouble with these two men was that they 
had enthusiasms. They are consequently 
out of the fashion. Their walks and 
talks in the solitude of Craigenputtock 
are not comprehensible according to the 
languid canons of modern indifference. Jane 
Cariyle’s letters of complaint, however, are 
proper. They are the thing, for their tend- 
ency is to show us not Carlyle the prophet, 
but Carlyle the man in his everyday fault- 
finding, churlishness, and .moroseness, 
There is more today kuown about his dys- 
pepsia than there is about his writings, and 
Mrs. Carlyle’s jealousy of Lady Ashburton’s 
attentions to her husband is the only episode 
in the life or this unhappy man and woman 
which is thoroughly appreciated, because it 
is a blow at enthusiasms. 

The case, however, is not a hopeless one, 
because the absence of enthusiasms is only 
an affectation, butitis still to be regretted 
because it hinders the development of what 
is high, and noble, and true, because it gives 
a false direction to literature and art, bechuse 
it conceals the seriousness, reality, and lofty 
aims of life, and crushes out all those im- 
puises and enthusiasms without which no 
great things can be accomplisned. The great 
deeds of the world have always been the re- 
sult of sentiment jeined with enthusiasm. 
So long, however, as these two qualities are 
sinothered under the indifference of an arti- 
ficial and superficial culture it is useless to 
hope fur great achievements in art and liter- 
ature, or if they should be accomplished 
there is little danger they will be appreciated. 


STRAWBERRIES FOR BEEF. 

The attractions of the Chicago markets for 
housekeepers, already second to none in the 
country, are likely to be very greatly in- 
creased by the enterprise of the South Caro- 
lina Railway. That road has made a five 
years contract with a refrigerator-car com- 
pany of Atlanta to run fruit trains te this city. 
It is expected to make the run to Chicago in 
seventy-six hours, and to other Western 
points in corresponding time. This arrange- 
meut its — — says he considers 
the most importan¥pnterprise that has been 
started during his connection with, the road. 
The fruits and vegetables of the Carolinas 
and Georgia will be delivered in perfect con- 
dition la Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville, and 
Indianapolis, and from this place they will 
be shipped threughout the entire Northwest. 

Truck-farming in the South to supply the 
Atlantic coast cities is growing to be a most 
important industry. The open img of the 
Western market to the truck-farmers of 
South Carolina and Georgia cannot fail to 
prove a fortunate thing. The great bane of 
the South has always been the monotony of 
its agriculture. Its planters have apparently 
been unable to free themselves from the fas- 
eination of great plantations devoted to two 
or three staples of export. But with the dis- 
appearance of slavery and the breaking up of 
the great estates that grew up with ita new 
era has begun. 

Land in the vicinity of Charleston on which 
garden-truck is raised to be shipped North 
on the coast steamers has done so well that 
some of it sells for as much as $1,200 an 
acre. The amount of land along the rail- 
roads that is adapted to this profitable busi- 
ness is practically unlimited. Hitherto Chi- 
cago, Which has an unappeasable appetite. 
for these dainties of early vegetables and 
choice fruits, and has plenty of money to 
pay for them, has had but a limited supply, 
on account of the lack of transportation 
facilities. The action of the South Carolina 
Railway opens new fields to our capacious 
maws. The more we buy from the South 
the more we will be able to sell ta it. It is 
part of the plan that the cars which bring us 
the melons and strawberries of South Caro- 
lina shall carry back our dressed beef. One 
of the benefits of this mutually advanta- 
geous interchange ouglt to be to lead to an 
extension of the trade of this city with the 
South. Charleston has as fine a harbor as 
any below New York, and its business-men 
have for years been seeking to establish a 
more direct rail connection with Chicago. 
They would like to do a part of our export 
basiness to Europe, and to take their pay in 
our manufactures. :

WOODEN STOOPS ON STONE HOUSES. 

At no previous period of its growth were 
there so many handsome houses going up in 
Chicago as this year. The Queen City of the 
Lakes is in her palace-building age, as Ven- 
lee was at the climax of her fortune, when 
“she held the gorgeous East in fee and was 
the safeguard of the West.” But it is ques- 
tionable if our Doges’ palaces survive in the 
admiration of coming ages as do those to 
which the gondolier of the Grand Canal 
guides the American visitor to the Queen of 
the Adriatic, 

Chicago architecture is ambitious, and our 
architects are fully able to embody the social 
zeal and the personal estheticism of their 
clients in forms of enduring beauty, but 

re are some eccentricities in our local 
style that al ways manage to crog out at just 
the critical moment and spoil what was going 
to be the finest thing in houses” west of 
New York. One of these eccentricities is 
the inexplicable mania for putting wooden 
stoops on stone houses. A man will begin 
the erection of a home on the most generous 
scale. The architect, happy in the thougtit 
that here at last is a client who means to do 
the thing right, is given carte blanche. 
Chicago stone is not good enough. 
A more expensive and gorgeous ma- 
terial is imported from Lake Superior or 
Pennsylvania. Plate Klass, d woods, 
carvings in stone and woods are lavished on 
the pile. It grows before the eyes of the 
passer-by and the proud architect as a thing 
of beauty: The liberal owner draws his 
check without a grumble whenever he is 
called upon. He submits in the most gen- 
tlemanly manner to the n 
22 and builder who und hie 
ness Will succeéd in i 
pay, All goes well until the l 
comes when the architect hears the 
query: “Now, don’t you th a — — 


our special 
owner of the magnificent pile o on the avenue 
suddenly realizes at the last moment that he 
is colug pretty close to puttiug on gits. He 
—4 not want to get himself „Dy 
the boys.” To show that he is stilt the 
humble chap he used to be before corn went 
up, he rounds off his mansion with a simple 
board stoop. 

The trouble with the humility theory of the 
wooden stoop on the stone house is that it is 
these very houses Which are almost certain 
to thrust up into the sky a pretentious gable 
with nothing behind it, a kind of architect- 
ural way of gettung credit on false pretenses. 
A gable exists in architecture as a graceful 
way of ending a real wing or projection. But 
a favorit use of it in Chicago is to put for- 
ward the mere gable as a substitute for the 
wing. It stands up bravely as if it were 
something; look behind it and you will see 
that it is nothing but a sham. Evenchurches 
which are supposed to live only for the in- 
culcation of the highest furm of rectitude 
and truthtelling do not shrink from this 
architectural lie. 

Putting wooden stoops on stone houses is 
bad enough, but there is one thing that is 
worse; thatis to put a wooden stoopon a 
stone house and then disguise it with paint 
so that it will pass muster with your near- 
sighted and non-observant friends as a stone 
stoop. If your money, or your nerve, or your 
love of display gives out when the stoop of 
your palace is reached, and a wooden stoop 
becomes the prelude that invites your friends 
to enter the more substantial glories beyond, 
at least let it be an honest stoop not ashamed 
to seem what itis. And if there is nothing 
to put a gable in front of, leave the gable off.

PRIMROSE DAY AND BEACONSFIELD. 

From Hyde Park let us gv to Parliament 
Square. This square faces_ the Parliament 
Houses and Westminster Abbey, and here 
already are monuments to several of En- 
giand’s great statesmen. The day, unhap- 
pily, is dark and drizzling. This 19th of 
April is the second anniversary of the great 
Earl's death. There is a legend that Beac- 
onsfield’s favorit flower was the primrose. 
So primroses were strewn upon his grave 
when be was buried. On the first anni- 
versary of his death the fashion was started 
for his fellow-partisans to wear or Carry a 
nosegay of these simple, graceful wild flow- 
ers This year, especially in view of the un- 
veiling of the statue of the noble Earl, the 
whole country was scoured and every prim- 
rose to be found was sent to the great mar- 
ket-centre. Literally there were wagon- 
loads, indeed car-loads, of primroses sold in 
London, and not only the partisansof Beac- 
onstield but others who wished to do rev- 
erence to his memory wore a nosegay. 
The sweet little primrose was seen évery- 
where. The cab and omnibus drivers, th 
newsboys and bootblacks shared this hono 
with the peer of the realm today. 

The bronze statue of Lord Beaconsfield Js 
one of the noblest works of art in Londop. 
It is incomparably the most perfect piece pf 
bronze work Signor Raggi has done. It 
was an act of courtesy that was happily coh- 
ceived and a charming amenity of political 
life that Lord Arthur Russelé took conspict- 
ous partin this ceremony, for Beaconsfield 
was one of the very greatest of his uncle's po- 
litical adversaries. 

The speeches of Sir Stafford Northcote, 
Lord John Manners, and the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury were hearty and unusually senti- 
mental. Rarely, if ever, does one hear from 
English statesmen sentences more exuber- 
ant. Sir Stafford spoke with genuine emo- 
tion of how Beaconsfield had “ rooted him- 
seif in the affections ” and “obtained a com- 
mand ever the hearts of the whole British 
people.“ 

But Lord John Mapners waxed eloquent. 
He told us with a singular fervor—indeed, 
an unction—that Lord Beaconsfield was a 
charming, an ever-charming companion, and 
a true friend; and further on in the speech, 
which was glowing from first to last, that 
“he had a heart full of the most generous 
emotions and alive to the tenderest and gen- 
tlest sympathies, a fancy ever free, an imag- 
ination ever soarmg. a faith that was con- 
stant even unto death.” 

Beaconsfield was outwardly impassive. 
This was political policy. ‘This was assumed, 
but not affected. e puton this air in hon- 
esty, not in hypocrisy, It was with him not 
posing, but be used it as a weapon. Often in 
the House when a political adversary has 
taunted him and reviled him he has never 
changed position or expression of counte- 
nance; has carelesly looked at the clock or 
wiped the dust from his boots. But those 
who knew him intimately all testify to the 
tenderness and depth of his feelings 
It is perfectly true that Beaconsfield caught 
the imagination of the English people, and 
no public man of this generation has by his 
personality alone woven so instant a legend 
about his name.

A Change in Business Methods That Will 
Benefit the Consumer. 


The Era of Stock and Grain Speculation 
Rapidly Drawing to a Close. 


New York, May 3.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—It would take a great deal of re- 
search to find out how many times the story 
of Mary Rogers has been written. Poe made 
it a study, and uncounted writers have fol- 
lowed him in dealing with the mystery witu- 
out clearing it up. To put it in a sentence, 
Mary was a salesgirl in John Anderson’s 
cigar-store half a century before that tobac- 
conist died a millionaire and philanth-oplst; 
at which time he did a smal! retail trade, and 
the beauty of his clerk while helping the 
business for awhile led to her murder by 
some undetected lover. After that tragedy 
girls ceased to be employed behind the coun- 
ters of respectable tobacco stores, and it is 
only within the present week that the long 
disused device has been revived. Thus far 
there is but one instance, but it is notable. 
Confectioners have been putting white- 
aproned male eandy-makers in their 
show-windows, to draw attention, grid- 
die-cakes are made with neat- 
ness and dispatch in view of the passing 
throngs, athletes are employed to work ex- 
ercising apparatus, folding beds are opened 
and shut, and now a large tobacc» concern in 
Upper Broadway keeps a handsome girl 
rolling cigarets just behind the plate-gilass 
window.

crowd that constantlygazes at her. Hun- 
dreds of susceptible young fellows buy their 
cigarets here on her account, and are addi- 
tiovally delighted by the smoke which they 
think has been formulated by her fingers. 
Of course, she doesn’t roll one in a thousand 
of the eigarets which her employer sells, but 
the miidly sentimental buyers are not arith- 
meticians.

„The wholesale trade of New York is de- 
ing revolutionized,” said a heavy jobber to 
me; “middiemen are going out. re is no 
room left for them any longer. Busigess 
can be done just as well without them. Let 
me illustrate. J. am the agent for a big 
woolen-mill, We have all along been sell 
our product througi: commission merchan 
who in turn sold to wholesale manufacturers 
of clothing, and they to retailers. So, you 
see, our cloth had to pass through the hands 
of two men, yielding a profit to each, before 
it got from the mill to the counter. We 

have just adopted a system that will 
exclude those two individuals. We shall 
now make our woolens right up into suits 
in a factory connected with the mill, sell 
the complete garments directly to the retail 
dealer.

Well, the 
brokers have absorbed all that he risked in 
margins, his mities have proved worthless, 
and his seaside hotels and city music-gar- 
dens are bankrupt. And his regular busi- 
ness has, perhaps, been seriously imperiled 
by the withdrawal of capital and attention. 
But that is about over. Some new folly may 
set in, but for the present we are reforming.

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The collection of paintings and other works 
of art owned by Mr. K. — ernaye Bena 
Prairie avenue, is particularly rich in 
colors, prominent among them being a su- 
perb effort of poetical imagiuation by the late 
Gustave Doré, and which, being dated 1881, 
may be accepted as one of his last contribu- 
tions to this department of art. Apart from 
the interest attaching to the work from the 
death of its great and versatile author, the 
painting is amply deserving of study for its 
own sake, It is entitled “Fairyland,” and in 
it the artist has allowed his daring and pro- 
lific genius to run riotin a very prodigality 
of fantastic grace and beauty. It has often 
been said that Gustave Doré could not pro- 
duce a satisfactory type of female lovell- 
ness. The charge is not an unusual one, 
nor is it confined to painters. In sculpture 
at least one great master has had the same 
fault laid at his door, and in literature no 
less a writer than Thackeray has been blamed 
for his inability to depict a really satisfactory 
woman. And there is doubtiess some truth 
in the charge, but, like most sweeping 
charges of the kind, it is only halt true. 
Thackeray has given us at least two beauti- 
ful types of womanhood, and in this picture 
of “Fairyland” Doré has given us as many. 
To describe the painting so as to bring it 
vividly betore the reader’s eye is next to im- 
possible, owing to the Oriental luxuriance of 
its imagery and the bewildering variety of 
its figures. 

As to the landscape portion of it, that con- 
sists of a placid lake with gigantic trees, 
gnaried and weird after Doré’s magnificent- 
ly fantastic manner, which overhang it from 
either shore. On one of the thickly-foliaged 
branches to the left that stretches loving 
arms out over the inviting water the Faerie 
Queen, beautiful with a beauty transcending 
that of mortal, reclines easily on her back, 
her head thrown carelesly back and her su- 
perbly-rounded arms thrown luxuriously up- 
ward in just such an attitude as we should 
expect from one of Mr. Tennyson’s lotus- 
ealers. To her right swings a rival faerie— 
rival, at any rate, by the Divine gift of 
beauty—and all around earth, lake, and sky 
literally swarm with more or less indistinct 
figures of diminutive faeries, gnomes, and 
nymphs. Away in the purple distance, across 
what seem interminable leagues of ethereal 
loveliness, rise the walls of a great castle, 
white and imposing against the red 
glow of the evening sky, and overhead, 
“dim seen against the blue mane,” 
a long line of little faeries is seen, crow-like, 
fluttering up the azure vault. For variety of 
form and attitude, imaginative richness, and 
softness of coloring the picture is as fine en 
example of its author's powers as the writer 
has yet seen, and over all chese hangs that 
mystic glamour—that light that never was 
on sea or land—of which Wordsworth so 
finely sings. 

Of a quite different and much more sober 
kind is the next work which meets the eye, 
one by Elizabeth Gardner, a favorit pupil of 
Bougareau. It is Evangeline; the Evange- 
line of Longfellow; of the world; of all 
time. She might indeed have stepped out 
of the very page of that gentle master of 
song, the sainted laureate of the human 
heart, so perfectly. has the artist realized 
In expression, color, and form the 
gentle, loving, pure, and radiant original. 
In a very charming poem, with which read- 
ers of these later times are probably not 
familiar, but which far transcends in quiet 
beauty and truth the erotic productions of 
contemporary poets whom the world delights 
to honor, there is a picture of a gentle Scot- 
tish maiden, who was surely the tom sister 
of Longfellow’s lovely heroine... The poem 
is by one Hogg, popularly known as the 
“ Ettrick Shepherd,” and the lines referred 
to are descriptive of the return of the heroine 
from a seven years’ sojourn in Fairyland. 
The passage referred to begins something 
like this: 

Late, late in the gloamin’ 

Kilmeny cam’ bame, 
And the soft desire o' maiden’s een 
In that maiden’s eye was never seen. 

These are not the exact words—remem- 
dered quotations almost never are correct— 
but they may remind some readers of the 
passage suggested. And somehow, why, it 
is impossible to say, Hogg’s lovely idealiza- 
tion is inseparably linked in the writes's mind 
with the not less lovely and far more human 
conception of ourown Nauonal poet. And to 
the combined modesty, lovelinéss, gentle- 
ness, womanliness, purity, ano unmeasurable 
capacity for loving and love, withiwhich these 
two heroines were dowered, Miss Gardner 
has given noble and almost perfect realiza- 
tion. Evangeline is depicted as she was, as

Her right hand holds her 
missal close to her breast, and her left, very 
finely drawn, crosses the waist,and under 
the other grasps a string of white beads. On 
her back hangs a cloak of light drab, fast- 
ened round the breast by a fine cord. Every- 
thing is in perfect keeping, the subdued 
beauty of the surroundings and the quiet 
harmony of the color being all seemingly 
symbolical of herown modest and retiring 
character. 

Close by is another exquisit effort of imag- 
inative art representing Aurora, the goddess 
of the morning, standing on tiptoe and blew- 
ing trumpet-like a merning-giory, which her 
shapely right hand hoids daintily to her lips. 
And how charming she looks with her beau- 
tiful face thrown back and her left hand 
gracefully and modestly upholding, as if to 
hide her gently-swelling breast, a loose robe, 
which leaves her arms, ana bust, and feet 
bare, in all their natural and unaided loveli- 
ness. Being the goddess of the dawn, it goes 
without saying that she has light yellow 
hair, which streams down about her in just 
such a flood of golden glory as that in which 
the amorous Jove wooed and won the Danae 
of whom Horace sings.

It is St. Mark’s, Venice, and by 
Ruskin’s illustrator and friend, John Bun- 
ney. Down to the minutest detail every- 
thing, be partes, and, looking at the delicate- 
‘lyweined marble steps, one feels almost ir- 

tibly impelled to lay his hand on

Another capital painting, though in an en- 
tirely different’ vein, is one by Nayone, in 
which four peripatetic Italian musicfans are 
shown, playing away for dear life. The atti- 
tudes are perfect; each face tells its own 
story; and one is quite sure that the gentle- 
faced old fellow with spectacies on nose and 
battered white hat on head, who belabors 
the bass fiddie, has a history, and a romantic 
one at that. One thing is certain, he was 
not always a street fiddler, and a whole world 
of tragedy looks out from his gentle, unsus- 
picious eyes. Then there is a woman with a 
mandolin, or some such musical instru- 
ment, and her face, too. is its own 
historian. The greatest of all woman poets 
has.told us of ** Those faces one sees in the 
street. And this is one of them; only not the 
worst. Worn, and haggard, and faded as her 
beauty 2 we are quite sure, is no Mag- 
daiene. Poor she is, wretchedly dressed, 
haggard and wan, but through it ali— 
through wearied looks and scanty, well- 
worn clothes—shines the pure and tender- 
hearted woman. Can it be that the old man 
is her father, whom she supports, and the 
young man by her side who holds the violin 
so jauntily and strikes so romantic an attitude 
is her lover? And if so, what role in the 
little drama is filled by the poor, wo-begone 
flageolet player, out of whose white and un- 
expressionless face long years of misfortune 
and hardship have wiped every trace of 
human interest. 

lt all the readers of THe TRIBUNE were 
children one would hardly require to intro- 
duce R. Caldecott, but as they are not this 
much may be said: that he is one of the best 
illustrators of nursery tales and children’s 
stories who ever lived.

The General spoke earnest- 
ly on the subject of the relations between 
this country and Mexico. He said he had 
taken a very deep interest in the 
cultivation of friendly relations with our 
Southern neighbor. The United States had 
heretofore neglected a neighbor which was 
capable of great power of development. Its 
resources were simply wonderful, and the 
speaker hoped that henceforward, no 
matter which party was in power 
in this country, the most inti- 
mate relations woüld be maintained 
between the great and the little Republics of 
this continent. Wemust take our neigh- 
bor under our wing,” said the General, and 
help her to eultivate her own great re- 
sources, teaehmg her that it is tor her best 
interest to maintain a close alliance with 
us. There were all of the essential ele- 
ments of unlimited prosperity in the two 
countries, and the United States and Mexico 
united in a friendly alliance could be so 
strong thatin case acembined war should 
be made upon them by all other countries 
they would be able to shut themselves in 
their shell and sustain themselves longer 
than the people attacking them could do 
without their products. 

CONKLING. 

Roscoe Conkling also spoke and referred 
to the pleasure he felt in listening to Gen. 
Grant’s words concerning the importance of 
cultivating the most intimate relations 
with our neighboring Republic. Seeing 
the soldier statesman upon thie oc- 
casion, and noting the earnestness 
and sound judgment with which 
he was urging the forming of closer rela- 
tions between the United States and Mexico, 
the speaker was led to contemplate the 
many things that Gen. Grant had done for 
his country. The ex-Senator’s mind car- 
riea him back te the Chicago Con- 
vention, at which an unsuccessful attempt 
was made to nominate Gen. Grant for Presi- 
dent. That was a convention to which 420 of 
the delegates were sent for a specific pur- 
pose, not “instructed, merely, but bound in 
honor to Godand man to discharge certain 
obligations,” and those obligations. were 
to vote for the nomination of 
Gen. Grant for President of the United 
States. “I believe as firmly as I believe 
anything,“ said the speaker earnestly, ** that 
the results of that convention have held this 
country back ten years. Yes, that day’s 
work has cost this Nation in prog- 
ress wn — years.“ Mr. Conkling said 
that the Democrats were about to take con- 
trol of the country. Two years ago the lie- 
publican party came out of a-steutly-fought 
battie victorious from sea to sea, north of 
the Mason and Dixon line. It fought the 
greatest political battle ever fought. 
It was a battle heavily weighted, hut 
the Republicans rallied under their 
old leaders glorious! won. 
That was but two years ago, and now the 
apeaker could think of but three of the 
Northern States in which the Republicans 
were'victorious. Alluding to the growth and 
resources of Mexico, Mr. Conkling said it 
might be that the ex-President of the 
United States would be recognized as the 
leader of the great movement to help the 
Republic of Mexico develop its resources 
and to bring about the watural commercial 
union of the two countries. But 1 
do not know as ought to use 
the word leader,.“ said Mr. Conkling, sar- 
easticaliy. “The word leader is a term 
ot opprobrium, an epithet, nowadays. To be 
a leader now is to be a boss, and there 
is no end of men who think it de 
sirable to deride and pull down 
bosses. ‘The so-called fight against bosses is 
the particular form that a certain class of 
men give to a raid upon superiority. Point 
out to me a boss, I will show you a man 
who, by virtue of his ability, deserves to be 
a boss. The ex-Senator said he hoped some 
of the statesmen who were undertaking to 
shape the affairs of this country would find 
time to consider the $100,000,000 of trade that 
awaited development in the Republic south 


of us. 

In coneluding his remarks he said that 
many of those who were influential in 
shaping the affairs of our Government were 
“merely playing push-pin over the rot and 
rubbish of low, tricky politics.” Mr. Conk- 
ling’s remarks elicited no demonstration 
whatever.

Indeed, old members of the exchange say 
they never saw on the board a crowd greater 
or more eager than the one which stood at 
the New York Central corner of the ex- 
change at 10 o’ecleck this mor umg. For 
twenty minutes before 10 there ‘had 
been the wildest rumo in regard 
to the effect upon the stock M the Vander- 
bilt changes. It was stated, that “no sup- 
port would be given“; “the stock 
would open at 120 that there was a panic 
in the stock at London?; duch “a repetition 
of the scenes after the death ot Cornelius J. 
Vanderbilt would oceur’’; that “the stock 
had been pegged at 123"; that “Mr. 
Smith’s brokers were reddy to take the 
whole of the capital stock,” etc., etc. 
But when the hammer fell, instead of the 
ell expected, there was @ hoarse murmur. 

undreds of hands clawed wildly, but the 
shout was lacking, and there was compara- 
tively little motion in the crowd. For adozen 
seconds everybody was astonished, As soon, 
however, as the’dense crowd could be broken 
up, the scene became brisk enough. Traders 
endeavored, first, to make the opening as low 
as possible, and, second, to break through 
supportmg orders in the stock. The 
offerings ranged from 120 to 12216. 
A sale was made over by 
the rail at 1224, which proved to be bottom. 
Instautly, bowever, the fire of bids at 122% 
wok every share of stock offered at those 
figures, and resisted the strongest attempts 
to get lower quotations. As soon as it be- 
came apparent that the supporting orders 
were placed at about 122% there 
were a series of rushes upon who- 
ever was temporarily taking the stock. 
The crowd settled to the conclusion that the 
Smith-Holiins party had the sustaining 
orders in New York Central, and that Davis 
& Minis and Post, Wales & Co. were in- 
trusted with the execution of a considerable 
portion of the amount. II. K. Enos & Co, 
sold freely, William Heath & Co. were sell- 
ers also. Hatch & Kendall ,bought several 
thousand shares, but their purchases were 
supposed to be for an outside account. The 
sentiment room seems to be 
that probably sell a 
littie lower, shart sales 
are not safe in view of the tremendous 
strength of the support. There was a good 
deal of curiosity yesterday to know what 
Mr. Vanderbilt wanted of the million dollars 
which were drawn from the Chemical Bank.

DIAMOND.-THIEVES. 

AN IMPORTANT CAPTURE—THE PLUNDER. 

New York, May 5,—(Special.|—Capt. 
Williams sat at his desk in the Thirtieth 
Street Police Station late tonight guarding 
diamonds worth $75,000. They had been 
taken from a yound Frenchman, Henry Mar- 
riott, and a young womanot the same nation- 
ality, who were prisoners in the station 
March 9, 1883, the diamonds were stolen 
from Franz Kramer, a jeweler in the Rue 
de la Paix, in Paris. Marriott had been em- 
ployed..by the jeweler, and it was 
that he had stolen 
them. Before the detectives of the 
Rue Jerusalem could get on his 
track, however, he had escaped with the dia- 
monds to London, in company with his mis- 
tress, Maria Pezux. The Scotland Yard de- 
tectives searched for the pair without suc- 
cess, Dut they learned, about the middle of 
April, that Marriott had sailea for New York. 

Two weeks an officeron duty at the 
general post-office had his suspicions aroused 
by two persons. Last —_ he saw the 
woman walking rapidly down Broadway 
and followed her to the Battery. where 
she was joined by a man. He ar- 
rested the two and took them to the 
Thirtieth Street Station. When separated 
the man confessed to the robbery, and said 
that after it was committed in March he and 
his companion went to London, where they 
succeeded in eluding the police until about 
three weeks ago, when, becoming alarmed, 
they sailed for this country. They arrived in 
this city about two weeks ago. When asked 
where the stolen property was, Marriott, 
after some hesitation, stated that a portion 
of it was sewed up in a muff in his trunk, 
and the remainder was concealed 
in a pincushion and in an old 
pair of trousers in his rooms, 

The officer went to the house and found the 
property in the places named. It consisted of 
two necklaces, one of which he had broken 
up and extracted the diamonds from their 
settings, but the other, which con- 
tained fifty-four diamonds, was found 
intact. A small box was found 
containing twenty-four stones, a large pend- 
ant diamond, a lady’s watch and chain, two 
gold bracelets, one gold pin, one leaf-shaped 
diamond pin, a pair of large earrings and a 
pair of diamond scales. On the woman were 
a diamond pin containing twelve stones, 4 
diamond ring and a pair of gold bracelets. 
In the man’s possession were a pair of dia- 
mond earrings, gold watch and efiaih, and 
$205 in money. One large white stone 
weighed thirty-cix carats, was more than 
three-quarters of an ue trough, and was 
valued at over $50,0%. ,

IDENTIFIED. 


The Two Men Charced with the Me- 
Mahon Murder Recognized by the 
Witnesses of the Deed. 

The energies of the detective department 
are at present directed toward making a case 
against Cavanaugh and Scanlan,;the sup- 
posed murderers of John McMahop. This 
murder was committed about 4 o’cloek on the 
morning of Aug. 3, 1880, MeMahon’s 
saloon at the corner of Thirty-ninth and 
Laurel streets being entered through a side 
window by a burglar, whose partner stood 


outside on guard. McMahon was awakened 
by sume unusual sound made by the intrad- 


er, and upon arising and grappling with him 
was shot dead. Both burglars escaped, and 
the case was for a long time surround. | 
ed by the deepest mystery. Finally, 
Detectives McDonald and Duffy, of the 
armory, arrested a young man named O’ Nei 
who answered somewhat the. description o 
the man who fired the shot that killed Me- 
Mahon, and made every effort to convict 
him of the crime, and it is said Detect- 
ive McDonald to this day believes ONeill to 
have been guilty. More thoughtful officers, 
however, have become convinced that Sean- 
lan and Cavanaugh are the men, Scanlan 
being the one who killed the saloonkeeper, 
while Cavanaugh is the one who stood on 
guard outside. Both men were wanted by 
the police at that time and were keeping ott 
ofthe way. Cavanaugh only a liztle while 
before had shot Officer McCarthy, of the 
‘Twelfth Street Station, and Scanlan had es- 
caped from the jail at Geneva, III., where he 
was being held for burglary. Both were 
hard uv for money, and McMahon, as Treas- 
urer of some Irish organization, was 1 7 
posed to have considerable cash about h 
lace. 

é At the time of the murder a man named 
Donnegan, wiio lived next door to McMahon 
on Laurel street, went out to the front of the 
building, where he was confronted by a man 
with a revolver, who ordered him Wack to 
his room, and he went. Of all the prisoners 
held by the police during the few days fol- 
lowing the murder not one was identified by 
Mr. Donnegan as the fellow who drove 
him back when he grew too curious. For 


this reason the police were immensely in- 


terested to know if he would identify either 
Seanlan or Cavanaugh. : 

Yesterday Detectives Halloran and Costel- 
lo accompanied Mrs, MeMahon and Mr. Don- 
negan to the County Jail. Cavanaugh was 
made to join a crowd of five or 
six prisoners, and then Mr. Don- 
negan was asked if he recognized 
his man among them. The suspense of the 
officers was of very short duration, for with 
searcely any hesitancy Mr. onnegan 
singled out Cavanaugh and said: That's 
the man who diove me back into the 
house.” Cavanaugh never changed: coun- 
tenance, and remained perfectly indifferent 
to the surroundings. Then Mrs. MeMahon 
was allowed to see Scanlan. *

STATE AFFAIRS. 


Concluding Session of the New York 
Legisiature—Cileveland and Tamma- 
ny—-Multiplying the Offices. 

ALBANY, N. I., May 4.—(Special.]—The clos- 
ing hours of the session of the Legislature 
were enlivened by an open break between Gov. 
Cleveland and Tammany Hall. A bill baving 
passed reorganizing the Department ot Immi- 
rs uon in New York, and placing it under the 
control of a single salaried Commissioner, the 
Goveraor nominated ex-Senator W. H. Murtha, 
of Brooklyn, for the position. The nomination 
was distasteful tothe Tammany Senators, who 
prevented its immediate confirmation by the 
aid of the Kepubiican members. The 
determination of Tammany to force con- 
cessions from the new Commissioner before 
votme for him was very apparent, and this 
afternoon the Governor sent in a message on the 
subject, expressing bis confidence in the fitness 
ot the nominee, and asserting that the Senate's 
refusal to confirm bim was due to “ap over- 
weeoing greed for the patronaga which may at- 
tach to the place, gnd which will not be prom- 
ised in advance, aud in questionable vartisau- 
ship which is insisted on at the expense of im- 
portant interests.“ He closes by saying that the 
responsibility must rest where it belongs. This 
direct and unexpected biow at Tammany pre- 
cipitated a sbarp political debato, which lasted 
until the close of the session, and reveaied the 
fact that che nut between the Democratic fac- 
tions was again hot and bitter. The nomina- 
tions of Murtha and of all the Harbormasters 
and Post- Wardeos of New York were elfectuali- 
iy bung up by Tammany with Repubiican aid 
iv retaliation for this attack. 

During the session of the Legislature 775 bills 
were introduced in the Senate and 1,159 in the 
Assembiy. Of these over o bave already be- 
come laws, and there are about 100 more in the 
Governor's hands waiting action. The greater 
part of this legisiation is ot a purely local nature, 


TAXLATING. 


Asthe Democrats bad not controlied a Legis- 
lature before in ten years their greed for the 
polls naturally led them to multiply and create 
othees for their advantage. Ly a reorganization 
ot departments beid by Republican viticiais and 
the @reation of new places changes were made 
iu the public service of the State which estab- 
lished positions haviug annual salaries amount- 
ing to $91,500, al! of which tall to Democrats. 
The adopuon of free-canal amendment, on 
the other band, caused the abviition of a 
number of offices and a corresponding reduc- 
uon of expenses. 

Tbrough the efforts of the Republican 
minority bills were passed prohibiting po- 
litical assessments and providing for 
the introduction of ecivil-service reform princi- 
pies in the State departmeats. The subject of 
contract convict labor occupied the atteution of 
the Legisiature to a considerable extent, but 
the only bills passed on the question were one 
probibiting the further manufacture of bats in 
the State prisons and one creating a Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. The passage and vetoof -the 
bill uxiug the fare on the elevated roads at five 
cents Was the leading feature of the anti-mon- 
opoly move of the session. A special tax on 
electric light, telephone, and telegraph com- 
panies was provided for. A special commission 
was appointed to consider the advisability of 
making a public park at Niagara Falls. aud a 
large portion of the Adirondack Wilderness was 
set apart aga publie park. Among the other 
measures of general importance were the Con- 
gressional Apportionment bill, the New York 
Aq@duct bull. which provides for an expendi- 
ture of $18,000,000 to furnish an additional 
water-supply to New York, and may prove a 
huge political job; bills regulating the receiv- 
ere of insolvent corporations, ro- 
viding for the preservation of or- 
ests, repealing the objectionable features 
ot the penal code in relation to the observance 
of Sunday, and a less stringent excise bill. 
Among the bills which failed were the anti-free 
puss measure, the regulation of elevator 
charges, biennial sessions, whipping-post for 
wife-beaters, and the new charter for New

STORAGE BATTERIES. 


Their Practical Value Questioned—Do 
the Lead Pilates Deteriocrate ro- 
longed and Intricate Litigation. 

[N. x. Post, May 3.|—During the last few 
weeks it has been rumored that the storage 
batteries, of which s much has been written 
of late, and a form of which the Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company are preparing, accord- 
ing to the officers of the company, to put ia 
for lighting New York buildings, are not 
quite what was hoped. Some specimen 
batteries, manufactured by the Faure Stor- 
age Battery Company of Belgium, were sent 
over to this country by the Labrador about 
a year ago, since when little gas been 
done to put the system into practical use. 
The original American Force & Light Company, 
holding patents from the Belgian Faure Com- 
pauy, became entangied Ina number of suits 
with the parent cowmpauy, which are not yet 
settied. Inthe meantime the original Ameri- 
can company sold rights covering the whole of 
the United State to four sub-companies, The 
Trustees of the company boiding the rigbts for 
New Lor and the most important States of the 
Union, the Faure Electric Accumulator Com- 
paoy, are Mesars. H. H. Talimadge, Nax. Car- 
son, W. B. Whiting, L. C. Tallmadge, F. T. Mor- 
ton, J. L. Miller, G. M. Phelps Jr., D. H. Bates, 
A. G. Davis, W. C. Humstone, C. A. Tinker, 
James M. Orme, aud S. S. Sargont, Last autumn 
the sub- company holding the rights for rail- 
road-car accumulators put some batteries upon

At 
firet the batteries or accumulators work well, 
although, according to Prof. Barker, of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsyivania, not more than 15 per 
cent of the electricity which is put into an ac- 
cumulator can be druwa out of it again. The 
enthusiasm of investigators bas usually lasted 


edly, when serious trouble begau to appear and 
the lead plates bad to be renewed, 

Three months ago a New York patent lawyer 
was sent to Europe to examine the Sellon- 
Volckmar storage battery on behalt of some 
American capitalists who thought of investing 
money in the company which holds yo for 
this country under the Faure patents. This ex- 
pert bas recentiy returned, and was called upun 
by a reporter of the Evening Post, to whom he 
told the following story: He investigated the 
whole subject o&storage batteries from a busi- 
ness point of viéw, and consulted Preece, the 
head of the English telegraph lines, Lockyer 
and Siemens, the well-kne@ un 8 and, in- 
directly, Sic William ‘Thomson, who first gave 
reputation to the Faure battery by describ it 
in a series of letters to the London Timea. 
conciusion reached by the American expert 
was not favoruble to the battery, upou the 
ground that the lead plates do no last sulficient- 
ly long to make the operation of the. batteries 
economical. 

The Evening Post contained a few days ago an 
account of the preparations making by tho 
Brush Electric Light Company of this city to 
light up the Madison Square Theatre and sev- 
eral business buildings with BPush secondary 
batteries aad Swan lamps, The Faure Company 
are now suing tbe Brusb Company for infringe- 
ment of patents, and counter suits by Brush to 
prevent the sale or use of Faure batteries are 
said to be torthco ning. 

To sum up the matter, nothing practical bas 
yet been done with the batteries, although they 
have been here for a year, and Prof. Barker, 
Edison, and Stephen D. Field, who have ali given 
coosiderable study to the matter, do not yet 
cousider the storage battery a practical aid to 
the use of electricity, wulle admitting that its 
—1 * are grent. Prof. Morton, of the 

tevens Institute in Hoboken, bas recentiy de- 
livered a rather enthusiastic lecture upon the 
battery, but may have been led to conclusions 
which further experiments may ‘not justify.

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THE OLD FIRST NATIONAL 
BANK BUILDING. 


That O14 Fire-Tried and Fire-Proof 
Structure Reconstructed—What V. E. 
Hale, of Male Elevator Fame, Ite 
Present Owner, Mas Done for Its 
Improvement, 

The history of the lot upon the southwest 
corner of State and Washington streets is 
remarkable in that Mr. W. E. Hale’s reeent 
purchase is said to be but the fourth transfer 
from the Government. The building, which 
at the time of its erection in 1867 for the 
First National Bank Company, was conceded 
by press and public to be one of the fin 
most substantial, and thoroughly fire-proo 
in the West, was built with brick walis two 
feet in thickness, faced with stone, and its 
tire-proof qualities), taking it through the 
great fire almost unharmed. Upon its-pur- 
chase Mr. Hale at once set about making the 
property valuable as a model building for 
wholesale and retail trade, 

It is intended by the owner to ada four 
stories to the buildmg in the early future, 
and to support this additional weight the 
building was “screwed up,” the old col- 
umns taken out, and enlarged stone plers 
and iron columns and girders introduced, 
the entire fronts taken out and iron columns 
substituted. As an engineering feat this is 
remarkable, Messrs. Hollingsworth & Cough- 
Un, the oldest and it might be said the only 
firm in Chicago who have made a decided 
reputation in this class of work throughout 
the West, were the contractors for this part 
of reconstruction.

The Ex-Superintendent of Philadel- 
phia’s Almshvuse Certain «f a Term 
in the Penitentiary. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 5.—The jury in 
the trial of Phipps this morning rendered a 
verdict of guilty. The indictment was for 
forgery, and the penalty will not be less 
than three years in the penitentiary. The 
prisoner was much affected, and his former 
confederates are worse scared than ever. 

(Maj. Puipps was the “ gentlemanly "’ Super- 
imtendent of the Philadelphia Almshouse, who 
stole everything that was loose about the estab- 
lishinent, as well as some that were sot, in- 
cluding the roof. He was extradited by the Ca- 
padian authorities. Being abetted by his 
friends in Philadeiphbia it took months to get 
him out of Canada, and he spentalong time in 
the Hamiiton jail. There he became quite a so- 
cial lion (caged) and his wife, who watched over 
him from Outside the cage, daily brought him 
the dainties which he bad been used to eating 
during his administration. Upon his wife's faii- 
ure to arrive one day the Major was obliged to 
breakfast on prison fare, though not on che or- 
dinary food served to common prisoners.

GLADSTONE. 

Lonpon, May 5.-—-|Special Cable.}—The 
occasion of the defeat of the Affirmation bill 
was one of great excitement in the House, 
which was crowded everywhere, and the an- 
nouncement of the vote was the sig- 
nal for an extraordinary demonstra- 
tion. The members mounted on the 
benches, threw their hats all over the 
house, and yelled and shouted as frantically 
as if they were at a race-course.* The visitors 
in the galleries forgot all about breaches of 
privilege, and stood up and shonted also, 
while Mr. Gladstone sat in his place 
and laughed heartily at the scene. 
The result was unexpected, and 
has been followed by a bitter and excited 
controversy in the press, the clubs, and in ail 
classes of society. On the one hand the 
Ministry is assailed for its weakness, It dare 
not appeal to the country, and yet it will not 
resign. On the other hand, the question at 
issue is described as unimportant, not of 
imperial weight, and involving no degree of 
Ministerial responsibility. 

It is certain that the Liberal party in the 
House is entering upon troublous times, and 
that the Conservatives are entirely prepared 
to welcome as allies at Westminster the 
party whom in Ireland they want to rule 
with the bayonet. The Irish benches are in 
great glee over the result, and look forward 
with enthusiasm to the rest of the session. 

Mr. Bradlaugh’s speech yesterday at the 
bar ot the House was dignified and temper- 
ate, but on the division which ensued on Mr. 
Labouchére’s motion the Government was 
beaten by 106. This is the first resultof the 
preceding defeat, and it looks ominous.

The Strike and Its Results. 

Said an architect who has been considera- 
bly embarrassed by the strike of the union 
bricklayers to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday: 
“if this strike should end tomorrow there 
would be no chance for building operations 
to recover from the unfortunate backset the 
strike has given them. Of course many peo- 
ple who are now holding off on account of 
the strike would at once commence to build, 
but there would be nothing like the activity 
that would have been seen in and about Chi- 
cago at this time had the strike never been 
ipaugurated. Nobody will be able to com- 


poe the number of proposed buildings that 
lave been aband oned in this vicinity on ac- 
count of the strike. Why, I can show you 
by my books no less than five dwe!lings and 
one apartment house that I would have had 
in hand had there been no trouble, 
but which have now been abandoned 
until another C= and perhaps forever, and 
IJ have no doubt nearly every man in my line 
has about the same experience to relate. 
The fact is, many people would have built 
this year merely for the purp of investing 
surplus funds in their posséssion, and not 
because there was any particular need of 
more room. And they were, therefore, in no 
particular hurry, and when they found that 
they could not build as cheap as they ex- 
pected they abandoned the idea of building 
this yeaf altogether. This knowleage may 
afford the strikers temporary elation, bat Jt 
will not be long before they will find that 
they are less able to stand the condition of 
affairs they have produced than any others 
connected with building. Last year was.a 
good year and architects all made money, as 
did contractors; but bricklayers and com- 
mon laborers as a rule made simply 
enough to subsist on, and have no 
surplus to go on. They may receive 
outside assistance, but 1 feel sure 
that they will have to give in before the 
bosses, in this matter, for several reasons. It 
will not be long before those who are now so 
loud in their protestations of fealty to the 
strikers’ cause, and who promise to furnish 
money to the bitter end, will see the folly of 
their course, and, tiring of it, will cease to 
replenish the union’streasury. The natural 
result of this will be that there will be a 
great many more defectiops from the union 
ranks than heretofore, for men must and will 
live, and when it comes to a matter of bread 
and butter they will not be long in choosing. 
Then, there is nothing rational in the union’s 

sition. It has decreed that all of its mem- 
bere shall be paid the same wages, no matter 
what their abilities. Tue Tame has so 
fully discussed the folly of this that I will 
not speak further upon it than to say that 
this very unsubstantial position will 
do more to cause sensible members, 
of whom there are many, to 
withdraw from the union than anything 
else, and when they are brought face to face 
with wanton account of the union’s con- 
duct these men will not be slow to choose 
the right path. Then above all this I believe 
the master masons have occupied a position 
which they can maintain against the men, 
for there seems to be no doubt that they have 
the moral and substantial support of nearly 
every man connected with building, as well 
as most of those people who are going to 
build. No work has yet been begun on the 
Armour, Counselman, McCoy. or other large 
structures that are to be raised about the 
new Board of Trade, and the projectors have 
signified their willingness to wait unti! such 
time as the strike should*be ended before 
they would begin operations. it is thus clear 
that the strikers have decidedly the worse end 
of the situation, and that the chances are they 
will tinue to have until they conclude to 
allow bosses to conduct their own affairs. 
As for the work now in hand, there are 
enough new men from the outside and de- 
serters from the union to complete it, and no 
serious embarrassment will be experienced. 
However, I. in company with all connected 
with my business, heartily wish the strike 
would close, so that all hands could get in 
something like a decent year’s business be- 
fore the snow flies again.” 

In the course ofa tour among architects 
and builders yesterday in search of newsa 
TRIBUNE reporter made some inquiry into 
the relative cost of building is year and 
last, and the comparative cost of building for 
the two years. One Of. the gentlemen 
with whom the reporter conversed on 
the subject was r Amos Grannis, 
a gentleman whose extensive knowlege of 
pbuilding matters entitles his opinion to con- 
sideration. Taken all through,” said the 
gentleman, building material is lower than 
last year; but it would bé hard to make any 
comparison of prices of any particular mate- 
rial at this time, because we are now just be- 
tween the closing of one season and the com- 
mencement of another. Lumber, for in- 
stance, is everywhere from $1 to $3 lower 
than at this time last year, but where it will 
be in a few days it would be difficult to say. 
You see, those lumbermen get together, talk 
their business over sensibly and quietly, and 
when they find there is a scarcity of any par- 
ticular kind of lumber they put the tari up 
on it, and we have to pay price. So that 
the figures asked for lumber depend very 
much upon the supply of the various grades. 
It would be just as difficult to tell you about 
brick, stone, lime, ete. a week or 
two hence. At present common brick 
are from $1 to 82 lower than 
last year. But we are now on the fag end of 
the old crop, and what the new will be we 
can only conjecture. There is littie differ- 
ence in the prices of stone and lime from 
those asked last year. and, with the excep- 
 o of iron, there is little change. However, 

believe that building will be less costly this 
year than last, for everything seems to be 
tending in that direction. The most potent 
cause of such a condition of affairs, I think, 
is the present strike of the bricklayers. It 
will tend to curtail building operations, and, 
in that event, material must necessarily be 
lower, for everybody has prepared for an un- 
usually active season.“ 

** Supposing the strike should end within a 
week, would not building operations be as 
active as was anticipated ?”

The Market, 

It would searcely be fair to say that the 
real-estate market was dull during the last 
week, for the aggregate of transfers effected 
would not bear out such a statement, but the 
activity was not what was expected a month 
ago. It was hoped that as soon as tenants 
and landiords had ceased their dickerings, 
and both had retired to rest for another 
year, that the agents, who generally have to 
bear most of the blows from both sides dur- 
ing the renting turmoil, would given an 
opportunity to attend to legitimate real- 
estate business. And it may be that they 
will as soon as matters are thoroughly 
settled, but the last week has not shown 
much of their handiwork. . There have been 
quite a large number of transfers recorded, 
but only a few that would tend to ärrest 
the attention of those who give up 
a portion of their time to a perusal of the 
real-estate column. Dealers as a rule have 
little complaint to make against the condi- 
tion of the market, but are quite hopeful for 
the future. Neverthelesé they say that there 
is a lack of disposition on the part of capital- 
ists to come to the front to any marked de- 
gree. and that the 5 ＋＋ of the sales are 
made to persons desiring permanent homes. 
There bas as yet this spring been nothing 
done in a speculative way. There has been 
no effort to work up interest in any partica- 
lar section in or out of the city, to say noth- 
ing of an attempt toward a boom, and unless 
some new scheme is soon developed by one 
or more active brains there is a chance that 
the market will drift along smoothly and 
featurelesly du the summer, and pass 
peacefuliy into the winter without having 
been marked by any great amount of excite- 
ment of any kind. 

Booming in the Board of Trade quarter 
has about subsided, if it can be said such a 
thing ever existed, and transactions in that 
vicinity will hereafter be conducted without 
any great flourish of trumpets. Eastern par- 
ties were in the city during the week look- 
ing at some property near the new Chamber, 
and itis said a liberal offer was made by 
them for quite a large lot, but as far as could 

learned negotiations were not closed. 
There is a belief in some minds that some 
holders of property in this district are much 
in advance of the surroundings in the matter 
of prices. While there is no doubt that the 
new Board of Trade is to be completed, and 
that as rapidly as possible, there is no reason 
to believe that the entire business of the city 
is to be changed. If all the office buildings 
that have been projected in the vicinity of 
the new structure are completed by 
the time it there will be a 
much larger amount of ofiice room 
thereabouts than many people may have 
stopped to think about. And it all of this 
room is occupied in a year or two years after 
the board is opened some far-see people 
will be surprised. They do not think that 
Clark, Washington, La Salle, and Dearborn 
streets are to entirely deserted in a year 
by insuran commissiou, real estate, law, 
and other offices, That many will leave the 
old quarters for new there is no doubt; but 
that property-owners in the vicinity of the 
new rd will receive any such large re- 
turns for their money asis indicated by 
the prices asked for property yet unsold 
ey cannot conceive.

Co-operative Apartment Houses. 

In the course of a somewhat lengthy, but 
interesting article on the coiperative apart- 
ment-house system, which has recently been 
quite extensively discussed in Eastern pa- 
pers, the American Architect has tnis to say 
regarding the plan of operations adopted by 
those taking stock in such enterprises: 

While in other places such structures are 
erected at the cost either of some individual who 
rents his rooms to tenants, or of a small associa- 
uon of mutual acquaintances, who own the 
property in common. in the metropolis the 
whole business of securing land, raising sub- 
scriptions, and organizing the company for 
building is usually transacted by a single per- 
sou, the promoter, as he is

contracted to pay for it, or in some other way. | 
As the promoter needs a weil-digested set of 
plans for the future structure, in order to inter- 
est the persons whom he wishes to have as sub- 
scribers, some architect is no 
joined with him in the enterprise. Subscri 
tions are made for definit apartments, as show 
on the plans, each subscriber agreemæ to pay ig 
cash about one-quarter as much as the same a 
commodation would cost in a separate housé, 
the price of the apartments being decided 
foreband by a careful allotment among them of 
the total cost ot land and building, for which es- 
timates have been alreddy obtainea. As soon as 
about two-thirds of the necessa 
subscribed; an assessment ® cali 
tons are begun, and at the same time certifi- 
cates ot stock in the association ure issued to 
the subscribers, each one receiving an amount 
equal to the price of the apartment which he has 
agreed to take. The stockholders then elect . 
trustees to take entire charge of the prop- 
erty. and each one receives from the 
trustees a perpetual lease of his apartment, 
containing the conditions as to f 
rooms, or the behavior of their occupants, which 
the subscribers see fit to impose on them- 
selves for their own protection. The sub- 
scriptions rarely represent the total value 
of the property, a certain

Reculating Bulldiug. 

An exchange has the following reference 
to a proposed law which, in the light of a re- 
cent disaster in this city, should not fall to 
attract the attention of architects and those 
interested in building, to nothing of. the 
public legislators who might do somethmg 
to their credit by adopting a simflar measure: 


The provisions of the new building act now 
pending before the Legisiature of New York are 
receiving much salwtary discussion, and if the 
bill passes, as it probably will in some form, we 
may bope for a considerable improvement in 
what is already the most thorougb statute of the 
kind in this country. Among the modificanons 
of the present draft ot tne bill wrich are now 
urged, the most important is. perhaps, one 
which would allow the ends of girders to be built 
into brick walls witb a simple plate under them 
to distribute the load, instcad of the series of 
bend-ttones which architects are now obliged 
to insert in the walls, at intervals of about 
thirty inches in hight. ail the way from the 
foundation to the underside of the girder. The 
objecting builders claim, and we are inclined to 
think with reason, that while such bond-stones 
may de useful in isolated piers, they are in con- 
tinu®us wails not only of no service in prevent- 
ing the splitting of the masoury under the vres- 
sure, but are actualiy injurious to the strength 
of the wall by reason, as we suppose. of the in- 
terruption which they cause in the bond, and of 
the inequality of settlement occasioned by them 
between the pier and the masonry on either side 
of it. There bas always been something singular 
in the persistence with which the New York 
builders bave clung to the practice of bonding 
brick piers with flat stones. In Boston, although 
they were required for a sbort time iu the early 
days of the building law. their use bas long been 
abandoned, and one who bas occasion to observe 
the cracked and broken bond-stones which occur 
so frequently in New York buildines may be ex- 
cused for doubting whether they are always of 
much value.

The newly-organized Total Abstinence 
Union of the Archulocese of Chicago, whose 
work, especially on the West Side, has been 
reported at lerath in Tur Trieuns of late, 
has issued a circular to the clergy, officers, 
members, and friends of the organization, set- 
ting forth, among other things, the evil. and 


extent of intemperance ang the remedy whieh 
should be applied. ‘The eonstitumon and by- 
laws df the new Arechdiocesan Union have 

n approved and blessed by Archbisnop 
Keehan. Its objects ure: 

1. By united action to promote the cause of 
total abstinence. 2. To establish and maintain 
total abstinence societies in every purisu in the 
archdiocese. 3. To develop a broad spirit of 
codperation and friendly intercourse amoug 
such societies. 4. By means of public meetings, 
add and the dissemination of documenis, 
to enlist the sympathies and practical aidof 
those who do not belong to our movement. And 
the means to 1 — these declared objects 
are prayer, the practice of our holy religion, and 
the observance of the rules and regulations laid 
down u the reverend clergy for the guidance 
of local societies. 

concentration of the powers and energies 

of all the local societies into one supreme head— 
the first essential of organization, of strength, 
and of effectual work; the greater facilities of 
establishing societies in every parish of the 
archdiocese; the developing of the broad spirit 
of codperation among the total-abstinence meu: 
the convention of the Presidents of loca! socie- 
ties to take counsel and exébange views; the 
prominence given to the movement by immense 
gatherings or meetings: the monthiy visits of 
county directors to all the societies in their re 
spective counties and their reports thereou + 
the union—these are advantages peculiar to 
the union. The success of the union, 
even in its brief existence, has been 
beyond the most sanguine expectation. No 
total abstinence society in the Archdiocese bas 
so far signified ite unwillingness to join the 
union. Its officers have received words of cheer 
and encouragement trom all sides. Numerous 
letters expressing the warmest sympathy with 
the objects of the union, and wishing it every, 
biessing and success, have been received by the 
Secretary. Oue ciergyman writes: “It will af- 
ford me pleasure to de abie to aid a good cause 
that contributes so much to thd spiritual and 

temporal well-being of our Vatbolic pupula- 
tion, and another says: Ioan see no reason 
why any total abstinence society in the diocese 
should not seek admission,” while another de- 
ciares: Lam confident that it will be the means
